Bond Issue Passage 
ls Needed by City

City Councilman, Menlo Park 


At this writing, it appears evi 
dent that the city council will 
place two bond propositions on the 
April ballot in the city elections. 
One will be for the construction 
of a library building in the civic 
center; the other for the acquisi 
tion and preliminary preparation 
of minimum park facilities in the 
city. These are two essential pro- 
jects if Menlo Park is to avoid be 
ing a second rate community. 

The Library board has gone ov- 
er the requirements of a city of 
25,000 persons for library facili- 
ties with architect Kingsford 
Jones, and a plan has been evolved 
which in the first development 
should be adequate for our city 
for some years to come. The build- 
ing as planned will be expandable 
and thus should serve ow needs 
for the next half century or more 
by making additions. 

The initial building will con- 

tain 5500 square feet of fleor 

area and will have space for 

25,000 volumes. Normally a city 

of 25,000 would be expected to 

provide 75,000 volumes, but 
with our present arrangement 
with the county library system 
whereby a large pool of books is 
available, the proposed capacity 
is expected to be fully adequate. 

The architect has estimated the 
cost of the library at $120.000, in- 
cluding site preparation (parking. 
walks, ete.), construction costs 
and equipment. No books, of 
course, are included in this figure 
Books will continue to be provid- 
ed by the county system, supple- 
mented annually by volumes ob- 
tained from the current city 
get.

Because 
of price rises in the past two years 
the cost of the smaller amount of 
land is higher than the total of 
two years ago. 

We on the city council believe 
it is essential to have some re- 
creation areas available in east 
Menio Park. 

School sites in this area are in 
adequate and few open spaces stil} 

nain. The city cannot in good 
conscience develop parks in west 
Menlo, including cooperative ef- 
forts with Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict on school sites, unless tax 
money is also spent in east Mento 
where the need is critical. 

if we have the sites, further de 
velopment can proceed orderly ov 
er a period of several years fi- 
nanced by the city’s current bud- 
set. 

The first year’s cebt service 
requirement on the bonds would 
mean a tax rate of 3 cents per 
$190 of assessed valuation for 
the library, and two cents for 
the park sites. Over the years 
the tax rate will decline as as- 
sessed values increase and in- 
tereset drops as bonds are paid 
off. 

Five cents on the tax rate would 
be equivalent to about $1.25 for a 
$10,600 home (75 cents with a vet 
eran’s exemption). It would mean 

$2. on a § JOO home ($1.50 with 
a veteran’s exemption). It would 
be equivalent to $3.50 on a $28,000 
home. In the last e the saving 
on federal income taxes for a'fam- 
ily with $12,000 taxable income 
would bring the net cost down to 
$2.45. 

The cost is minor. and the pro- 
represents the minimum 
needs of the city.

Menlo College 
Sets Expansion 
For Sports Areas 


Expansion of Menlo School and 
College’s athletic facilities is in 
the works but this doesn’t mean 
the educational institution is plan- 
ning to build accommodations for 
groups other than its own, it was 
indicated this week. 

The expansion plan was deline- 
ated in a “notice of hearing” pro- 
mulgated this week by the Ather- 
ton planning commission. That 
group will meet Feb. 14 to con- 
sider whether the giving of a “use 
permit” to the college, for use of 
9.6 acres of the Gilmore estate, 
across Alejandra avenue from the 
campus, for use as athletic fields. 

Menlo President Dr. William 
Kratt said yesterday that this 
does not mean the school and col- 
lege is expanding, with the hope 
of being able to provide facilities 
for such groups as the San Fran- 
cisco 49er football team, but to 
meet the needs of the school 
and college itself. 

One of the playing fields previ- 
ously used by Menlo School boys 
has been turned into the site for 
the Florence Moore Science and 
engineering building, now under 
construction. 

‘The school must have other 
fields to replace these by June, 
Dr. Kratt said, to accommodate 
the summer program which is a 
regular annual feature at the 
school. 

The “notice of hearing” put 
forth by the Atherton planners 
says that, as presently envisaged, 
{he 9.6 acres is to be developed 
“with a running track enclosing a 
football field, a baseball diamond 
and a practice and intramural 
football field.” 

Atherton Town Clerk W. How- 
ard Boren said that Atherton zon- 
ing would not permit construction 
of any permanent buildings on 
the land, but such things as tem- 
porary bleachers, permanent back- 
stops and goal posts could very 
likely be installed. 

Dr. Kratt, meanwhile, added 
that, if permission is granted by 
Atherton, the school and college 
will probably turf the area, so as 
to have it ready for the coming 
summer, with development of a 
running track and other facilities 
1o come later. 

The 9.6 acres was purchased by 
the school and college last year, 
when it first became evident the 
science and engineering building 
would cut into the existing ath- 
letic fields.

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Large Permanent Shrubs Require 
Careful Selection, Attention 


By TERRY LEE | 

Planting trees comes first in any | 
garden. 

Along with it goes the selection | 
of lawn and patio areas. 

It is important not to cover tree 
roots with cement. It is also im- 
portant, for ease of maintenance 
not to have trees in the middle of 
a lawn. After these really big: ex- 
penses, the home owner may have 


The important shrubs to buy 
first are the slow growing ones. 
They are a sound investment, as 
they increase in beauty and val- 
ue each year, and live a long 
time. 

At the ton of my. list. of “invest- 
ment” shrubs is.the camellia. It is 
beautiful all year with its dark 
green, shiney foliage, and the flow- 
ers are, each one, a rare treasure. 

Camellias grow very well in this | 
area, needing only a little. extra 
watering care during the dry | 


I have found some varieties to 
be the verv best for this area. 

We are liable to have wind, | 
rain or frost just when the buds | 
are opening, and some camellias | 
will produce disappointing flow- | 
ers. The varieties to avoid are | 
the very large, full, double or | 
formal types. 

Tt is harder for the buds to Op- 
en, completely except under ideal 
conditions. The single, semi-dou- 
ble “and informal varieties always| 
seem to be able to open. 

In colors, the reds, red-and-white 
and deep pinks are able to stand 
up under a light frost or heavy 
rain. The whites are ruined. If 
you do want a formal double white 
camellia, like Margaret Hertrich, 
try it in a tub near the house un- 
der an overhang. 

In my garden I have had the 
greatest success with C. M. Wil- 
son, a light pink, large, anemone 
formed flower. The plant has big 
leaves and a good shape. This vari- 
ety comes from the old Chandleri 
Elegans, which is dark pink, and 
also comes in a pink and white 
variety. It would be hard to beat 
these for vigor and number of 
blooms. 

ANOTHER ‘BEST’ 

Another very best is Herme, a 
pink with irregular white border 
and dark pink streaks. The red 
and variegated Finlandias have al- 
so done well. 

In the reds. Flame has been out- 
standing. It is semi-double with 
large yellow stamens. I also like 
Kumasaka, a deep pink with sta- 
mens and petals mixed together 
in a ruffled effect. 

The plant form of all of these 
mentioned is excellent. They grow 
slowly, but are healthy and strong. 
The publicized camellia sasanqua 
has a rangy habit of growth and 
much smaller, earlier flowers. It 
has its place, especially espaliered. 

There are just a few things a 
camellia requires and they will 
live and bloom at least 50 years. 
They do need some shade. They 
should be planted on the north or 
east side of the house, under a 
lath house or large tree. 

They also need a well drained 
spot. In most soils, dig a hole 
two feet wide and deep and mix 
the top soil with equal parts of 
leaf mould and peat moss. 

In heavy soil, dig down another 
18 inches and fill the bottom with 
coarse gravel or broken pottery. 
Tamp the soil or the camellia will 
settle and be too deep. The plant 
should be set a little higher than 
it was in the container. 

Camellias like an acid soil, and 
can be fed in the spring when leaf 
growth starts with a special acid 
It is important to mulch 
the roots with peat, rotted manure 
or compost. In August and Sep- 
tember I also cover them with 
fresh pine needles. Watering once 
a week, and washing the foliage 
should keep the plants moist en- 
ough if they are mulched. 

If the plants need pruning, 
shape them when the flowers are 
blooming. They are dormant then, 


plant them. 


WEEK OF FEB. 9 

The recent sun and especially 
the wind have dried a few spots in 
my garden enough so that they 
can be cultivated. Other places are 
still much too wet. 
_So much depends on whether | 


the soil has humus in it, has been | 


cultivated before, is in a high spot, 
and has no hardpan underneath. 

In this situation, the soil is 
dry enough to work. 

There is nothing better for the 
garden than the loving touch of a 
hoe. Where plants are far enough 
apart, a spading fork should be 
used, and weeds, grass and moss 
can be turned under. 

In closer planting, a hoe can 
break the top crust of soil, let air 
into the plant roots and cut down 
new weeds. My favorite hoe for 
this gentle work is a light, thin 


| bladed one 2 by 6 inches. 


There is nothing yet to take the 
place of stirring the soil—it im- 
proves the soil, the figure and the 
mind.

A most rewarding occupation is 
the spring feeding of your lawn; 
as it will turn five to six. shades 
greener in a matter of a week. It 
is a good idea to punch your lawn 
first to areate it, 

The ground is so soft you 
won’t have to work very hard. 
The best areator takes a plug of 
soil out of the lawn. Then spread 
a balanced commercial fertiliz- 
er, about 30-40 pounds per 1600 
square feet. 

Water it in afterwards. 

A lawn becomes thick when it 
is well fed, and a thick lawn re- 
sists disease and weeds and can 
take hard wear. If you have any 


| money to spend on your lawn, use 


it for fertilizer, not weed killers 
and more grass seed.
